In Wilson's old 
hlock were C. G, Wilson's drug store, 
the telegraph office, G. D. Kawe's jewol- 
ery store, and M.* Wilson’sa residence, 
The building is slightly damaged, in- 
sured $2000 in Royal; the drag stock 
insured $800 in the Citizens. Rawe 
loses $300, no insutance. Mra. Wright 
damage to stuck and furniture, includ- 
ing piano which was nearly ruined, at 
least $2000 ; insured for’ $1000 in the 
British and Mercantile. Mrs. Wright 
received $500 in settlement. The con- 
tents of the Review office and Geo. A. 
Rollins’ tin shop, adjoining Mra. 
“Wright's, were slightly damaged, but 
fully covered. Dale’s and Wein’ 
blocks, opposite side of the street, were 
both reba sary the latter to the extent of 
about $1000, fnily insured. Dale's 
losa will amount to between $50 and 
$75, also insured. Nearly every win- 
dow in the front of Weise’ bipck. waa 
broken by the heat, including the hand- 
some plate glass front in the owner's 
jewelery store. Several large lights 
were also broken in Dale’s block. 

The firemen are ‘leserving of special 
mention. Through their exertions 
only, and that of their engine, was the 
Victoria Block on the-south and Wil- 
son's old block and Mra. Wright's on 
the north, with the adjoining buildings, 
saved. The engine worked admirably, 
throwing a constant and powerful «tream 
of water, which did great execution 
where it was at all possible. It was 
the unanimous opinion of all who wit- 
nessed the fire that the engine more 
than paid for iteelf in those foar hours’ 
work. 

As usunl at such fires lange quantities 
of goods were carelessly destroyed and 
stolen by anenk thieves, This is the 
lowest and most detestable kind of thiev- 
ing, and if amy act can he traced home 
it ix to be haped an \example will be 
made that will not soon he forgotten. 

The majority of our citizene worked 
with a will in assisting the firemen and 
saving goods. They had worthy ex- 
amples set them, however, the ladies 
not being behindhand in this reepect, 
many of whom, when there seemed to 
he nothing else they could do, worked 
heroically at the engine brakes, and put 
to shame many so-called “ men” 
gamed complacently on the. scene with 
their hands in their pockets. As usual 
we noti¢ed several of these people doing 
nothing but saying a.good deal, e 
would recommend the firemen to farn 
the hose on auch characters in future, 
but happily such a Class is s@orce in the 
community. Two Rev gentlemen were 
alo conspicuous by the noble work 
they did and example they set to others, 
being evetywhere‘where there was work 
to do. 

Our attention has been called to s 
report of the fire, published in the On- 
tario, “from our own correspondent,’ 
which like most everything else appear- 
ing in that disreputable sheet, teems 
with antruths and blunders. We can 
pass over with a smile euch statements 
aa that “13 brick stores were destroy- 
ed,” among which were “Croxr and 
Mouncey’ ” drug 1 store,” and “Wilson's 
dry goods store,” and that “the street 
from Loomis's to McLean's was burned,”

The Reward of Bravery. 

For the past week Mr. Jas. Sugden, 
of this village, better known perhaps 
by the sobriquet of “Yorky,” has been 
without exception the best pleased and 
“happiest man in town.” Mr. Sug- 
den, as every one who knows him 
knows, is an honorably discharged vet- 
eran of the British Army, and regularly 
draws, through Major Rawe, a hand- 
some persion for his seryices to the 
Queen, in India and other parts of her 
empire. When he received his dis- 
charge from active service he was, with 
many other gallant heroes who so nobly 
upheld the honor and prowess of Eny- 
land in maintaining her India posses- 
sions during the critical scenes of 1857 
and 58, awarded the lndia Medal and 
Delhi Bar, the latter being a special 
badge of honor to the brave soldiers 
who so distinguished themselves at the 
storming of that city in the same cam- 
paign. Some years ago, however, he 
lost his hard-won honors, but being 
then of rather dissipated habits he made 
no efforts to recover a<duplicate to 
which he was entitled on proving his 
claim. Last summer, however, having 
forsworn the dram-cup and become a 
sober man again, he resolved to show 
some doubting acquaimtances, who were 
hot intlined to believe all his “ sdéldier 
yarns,” that he was tite gentine stteff, 
‘and accordingly sent ‘through Captain 
Volume and Major Rawe for a dupli- 
cate of his Medal and Bar. After anx- 
ious months of waiting, which passed 
like years to the old veteran, it came 
duly to hand Jast Thursday night, and 
has ever since oecupied a prominent 
position on the olf soldier's breast. 
The Medal is of solid coin silver, some- 
what larger in circunfference than an 
American silyer dollar tnd about twice 
as thick. On one side is a prominent 
profile of the Queen's head, with the 
wonls “ Victoria Regina,” and on the 
reyerse isa lion, beside which stands 
Britannia with her shield, over which 
are the letters I-N-D-I-A, and the dates, 
1857, 1808, underneath. On the edge 
of the Medal is the inscription “ Pte. 
James Sugden, 52nd Foot.” The Medal 
hangs from the colors, a piece of red 
and white stripped ribbon The Delhi 
Ba has not yet arrived, but will be 
along shortly, Pte. Sugdon is 4 mem- 
ber of No. 4 Company, 49th Batt., but 
naturally enough thinks “British Reg- 
lars” only are invincible. While at 
Cobourg Camp last year Pte. Sugden 
discovered that General Luard and him- 
self had gome to India on the same ves- 
selin fact that the Gen. was then a 
captain in tle same regiment as himself. 
On making himself known the gruff 
old officer expressed his pleasure at 
meeting him again, and received him so 
kindly that for days after it caused the 
old soldier a host’ of happy roflec- 
tions. Medals in the Britixh army are 
won only over hard fought battle ficlds, 
and we congatulate Pwo. Sugden on 
being among the honored and desery- 
ing ones.
